(b) All direct lineal descendants of the 
Iowa Tribe of Oklahoma allottees who 
possess one-sixteenth ( 1 / 16 ) or more 
degree of Iowa Tribe of Oklahoma In- 
dian blood, who have one parent who 
is a recognized member of the Iowa 
Tribe of Oklahoma and who apply for 
membership after the effective date of 
this amendment.

Dear Tribal Voter: 


June 23, 2008 


The Iowa Business Committee enacted Resolution No. 1-08-39 to propose a 
constitutional amendment. The resolution also requested the Secretary of the 
Interior conduct an election to allow the Iowa tribal members the opportunity to vote 
on the ratification or rejection of the proposed amendment. 

On April 23, 2008, the Acting Regional Director, Southern Plains Region, approved and 
authorized a Secretarial election. Subsequently, the Community Services Officer, 
Southern Plains Regional Office, was appointed as the Chairperson of the Election 
Board. The Chairperson’s responsibility is to see that the secretarial election is 
conducted pursuant to regulations in 25 CFR Part 81. The election date is set for 
Thursday, August 21, 2008. 

You now have the opportunity to vote on the ratification or rejection of the proposed 
amendment to tribe’s constitution. Enclosed is a copy of the proposed amendment 
for your review. Only adult tribal members who are 18 years or older on the date 
of the election and have registered with the Secretary of the Interior shall be 
entitled to vote on the ratification or rejection of the proposed amendment to the 
constitution of the Iowa Tribe of Oklahoma. 


For individuals wishing to register, a Voter Registration Form is enclosed to sign and 
return. A pre-addressed envelope is enclosed for your convenience. Be sure to print 
your name and address, sign your name and date the form. All registration forms 
must be received by the Election Board by 5:00 P.M. (Local central standard time) 
on July 18, 2008, to be considered valid. 

This notice is being mailed to all members 18 years or older at the addresses listed on 
the current membership roll. Some 17 year old tribal members may receive this 
notice. However, only those who are at least 1 8 years old on the date of the election 
and have registered will be allowed to vote. 

It is particularly important and is being emphasized and repeated that only adult 
tribal members who register to vote in this election will be permitted to cast 

ballots on the ratification or rejection of the proposed constitution . 

Immediately after the ballots are counted on Thursday, August 21 , 2008, the results 
of the election will be posted at the Southern Plains Regional Office and the Iowa 
Tribal Administration Building (Red Building), Perkins, Oklahoma.

NEWS 
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Water Quality of Creeks and Wetlands in Iowa Indian Country 


The Iowa Tribe’s Office of Environmental Services 
(OES) has been managing a water quality monitoring 
program since 2001. The program is funded by the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) under 
the Clean Water Act Section 106 and has focused pri- 
marily on surface waters (creeks and wetlands) within 
Iowa Indian Country. The OES submits a 305(b) re- 
port to the EPA annually detailing the findings about 
the condition of creeks and wetlands located on tribal 
properties. Below is a summary of the 305(b) report 
for year 2007. 

Sampling Sites and Schedule: 

The OES monitored the water qual- 
ity of four creeks (Bear, Dugout, 

Headquarters, and Sand Creeks; 
two sampling sites per creek) and 
nine wetlands within the Tribe’s 
jurisdiction. Based on the Iowa 
Tribe of Oklahoma’s draft water 
quality standards (WQS), the desig- 
nated uses of the four creeks are 
aquatic life, agricultural (livestock and irrigation), pri- 
mary body contact recreation (e.g., swimming), and 
aesthetics. The designated uses for the wetlands are 
aquatic life and agricultural use. The Tribe’s draft 
WQS were used to determine the parameter’s critical 
values in order to support these beneficial uses. The 
Oklahoma’s water quality standards were used to de- 
termine if the creeks were nutrient threatened. 


levels of rainfall resulted in several changes in the 
physical habitats of creeks. Many stream banks col- 
lapsed and many trees fell into the stream channels, 
decreasing the amount of canopy cover over the 
creeks. 

Three of the eight creek sites were found to support 
aquatic life. The remaining sites had high turbidity 
levels which placed these sites in the threatened cate- 
gory. Based on the fecal coliform results, none of the 
creek sites supported primary body 
contact; E. coli levels exceeded the 
criteria for this use. Dugout Creek 
(both sites) was determined to be 
nutrient threatened because of ele- 
vated ortho-phosphate levels. All 
creeks were found to support fish 
and wildlife propagation because 
all metals were below the criteria 
for this use. All creeks were also 
found to support agricultural uses.

From the macro invertebrate data collected, there were 
no obvious trends in total taxa observed, site abun- 
dance, or site diversity. Most creeks had lower macro 
invertebrate numbers in June when the water levels 
and flow were the highest. Chironomids (midges) 
were the most abundant macro invertebrate and were 
present in almost every sample. 


The eight creek sites were sampled four times 
throughout the year for fecal bacteria (E. coli), metals, 
and hardness. The creeks were also sampled three 
times throughout the year for total dissolved solids, 
alkalinity, chlorides, basic water chemistry, macro in- 
vertebrates and nutrients. Wetlands were only sampled 
in the spring for the above mentioned parameters as 
well as pesticides. The creeks were also sampled for 
pesticides and toxicity in the spring. 


Six of the nine wetlands sampled supported aquatic 
life. Aquatic life use was threatened in two wetlands 
because of turbidity and was not supported in one wet- 
land which had very low levels of dissolved oxygen in 
addition to elevated turbidity levels. All wetlands were 
found to agricultural uses. One wetland had high lev- 
els of zinc which placed it in the threatened category 
for fish and wildlife propagation. 


Results: Central Oklahoma experienced the most pre- 
cipitation on record in year 2007, receiving approxi- 
mately 14 inches more rainfall than normal. The high Continued on page 5

Toxicity bioassays and organic pesticide analyses 
were also completed. In the toxicity studies, water 
fleas ( Daphina pulex) were exposed to water samples 
collected from all creeks and wetlands. Water flea sur- 
vivorship was high (greater than 90%) in the bioas- 
says, which indicated that the waters 
were not toxic. The pesticide analy- 
ses revealed pesticide levels below 
detectable limits for all creeks and 
wetlands. 

Summary of Findings and Sources 
of Pollution: The main cause of wa- 
ter quality impairment is agricultural 
practices. Many farmers in the area 
do not have fencing installed around 
creeks and wetlands, allowing cattle 
direct access to these water sources. 

Cattle will defecate in these waters, 
thereby increasing pathogen and nu- 
trient levels. Cattle can also negatively impact water 
quality of creeks and wetlands by removing and de- 
stroying riparian vegetation, which is important for 
removing excess nutrients and sediments as well as for 
decreasing erosion by slowing water flow. 


order to have as much land under production as possi- 
ble. Without riparian vegetation, however, fertilizers, 
herbicides, and other pollutants are able to enter the 
waters and decrease water quality. 


Another cause of water quality im- 
pairment is the amount of precipita- 
tion that occurred during the year. 
Most of the precipitation entered the 
creeks as runoff which carried a 
large amount of sediments into the 
creeks. For this reason and the fact 
that most of the stream beds are 
composed of clay or sand, turbidity 
levels were higher than normal.

Program Activities for 2008: The 

OES will continue to monitor the 
water quality of surface waters 
within the Tribe’s jurisdiction. 
Monthly water sampling is currently being conducted 
to determine if designated uses for creeks are being 
met. Physical habitat and biological assessments will 
also be conducted this summer to further evaluate the 
condition of creeks.

Councilperson Prince moved to approve the minutes of February 27, 2008. Secretary Big Soldier seconded the motion. The motion carried with 4 
yeas, 0 nays, and 1 abstention. 

Councilperson Prince moved to approve the minutes of March 18, 2008. Treasure Shores seconded the motion. The motion carried with 4 yeas, 0 
nays, and 1 abstention. 

Councilperson Prince moved to table the minutes of February 13, 2008 and March 20, 2008 until the corrections have been made.

Cimarron Casino 2008 budget 

A discussion ensued over if the gaming commission budget exceeded the Cimarron Loan Agreed upon amount and how we justify this budget in- 
crease. It was agreed that Mr. McCullough will draft a letter to the lender addressing this issue and necessity. It was agreed to approve this pre- 
sented budget with the understand that the commission would run on the 2007 numbers until a clarification is made on the increase. 

Treasure Shores moved to approve Resolution 1-08-51, a resolution approving the 2008 Casino Budget with the adjustment to the Gaming Commis- 
sion figures. Secretary Big Soldier seconded the motion. The motion carried with 3 yeas, 0 nays, and 2 abstentions. 

Ceil Phone Booster Request 

The recommendation was to approve the proposal from WW Electric (an American Indian Owned Company.) Treasure Shores moved to authorize 
the proposal for the proposed company. Secretary Big Soldier seconded the motion. The motion carried with 4 yeas, 0 nays, and 1 abstention. 

Request for Travel to NIGA Conference 

A request was received from Jason Dobbs and Kevin Thompson for travel to the National Indian Gaming Association Conference & Tradeshow. 
The Administrator informed the committee that he received this travel request. It was agreed that this request is acceptable. 

BIA Land Discussion 

It was recommended that a committee member be delegated to contact the Bureau about the lease being signed. It was also noted that the Tribe is 
awaiting the signature/approval of the lease and it was agreed to continue to send letters to the Regional Director and make daily calls inquiring of 
the status of the lease. 


Revenue Allocation Plan 

The Tribal Attorney submitted a draft revenue allocation plan upon request of the Business Committee. It was agreed that there were be a planning 
meeting to discuss this matter in further detail. This meeting is scheduled for April 10, 2008 at 10:00 a.m.
